The use of filmed narration is often effective, but in the 
current case isn't, For a first time viewer of the play a 
trip to the Phoenix is a necessity, for those who have seen 
the play before they can easily skip the lecture.

Endgame may be avant garde in spirit, but it is real- 
istic in structure. It has no intermission and every patron e |! 
must wait until the 90 minutes are over to leave. The first 
half seems like an intelligent, but dim, view of the modern 
world and its creatures, The second half seems like either 
a Beckett satire on Ionesco or a Beckett joke on the audience, 
Lester Rawlins and Alvin Epstein convince the assembled 
that they at least know what they are talking about.
